The Maysville Produce Company will 
operate with the Star Produce Com- 
pany in East Second stret and Its 
equipment will be stored until the 
Star Produce Conipany'H new building 
is erected. ^ 

For several months the two produce 
companies have been operated under 
the same management and this will be 
continued although the Maysville Pro- 
duce company will maintain Its cor- 
poration. 

The building at West Third and 
Sutton streets has been leased by the 
Maysville Produce Company to t]ie J. 
P. Taylor Tobacco Company who will 
use It as a tobacco storage warehouse.

ALL BIG MARKETS 
IN THE DISTRICT 
CLOSED TUESDAY 

Carlisle, Winchester, Frankfort and 
Lexington Markets Close Afler 
Only a Few Bids Are 
Made. 

Carlisle, Ky., Jan. 5. — Growers per- 
emptorily stopped tho sule of tobacco 
at the People's house after one toad 
had been sold ut prices ranging from 
fifty cents lo twenty dollars per hun- 
dred Tuesduy. 

Threats were made against the buy- 
ers and knives were drawn, but no ut- 
tack was made and there was no act 
of violence. 

A number of impassioned speeches 
wore made from tobacco piles, and the 
temper of the crowd was Indicative of 
trouble. 

J It was claimed that leaf which sold 
for five cents brought from five to 
seven times as inu/n last season. 

There was no conference preceding 
the close, the attitude of the crowd 
making suspension by general consent 
unavoidable. 

A great number of growers left In 
automobiles for Peril, and It was al- 
leged that they declared their purpose 
to be to stop sales there.

Winchester, Ky., Jan. 5. — Tobaico 
sales were suspended here Tuesday 
after a single crop bad been actloned 
and the closing bids rejected. The top 
grade of the crop brought 2!> cents, 
and the entire bad end was bid in at 
$1.00. 

Warehousemen and growers imme- 
diately held a conference, and it v.bb 
jointly agreed to stop the Bales. The 
question of whether to attempt an- 
other sale Wednesday was left open, 
to be determined later. 

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 5. — Resolu- 
tions demanding that warehouses of 
the whole stale be closed until grow- 
ers of tobacco can per feet an organi- 
zation were adopted at a meeting of 
more than one thousand farmers who 
gathered In the shadows of the his- 
toric old Capitol here shortly after the 
market had opened and closed Tues- 
day. Numerous speeches were made 
an dtherc were evidences of intense 
feeling, but no threats of violence 
were beard. 

Only ■ few loads of tobacco were 
sold ut the opening before dissatisfac- 
tion caused such confusion that the 
sal was suspended by common con- 
sent, the erowd following leaders who 
proposed the mass meeting. The open- 
ing prices were less than half of those 
prevailing last year .and speakers de- 
clared that to sell tobacco at such fig- 
ures meant ruin.

HOUSE JOINS SENATE IN 
OVERRULING PRESIDENT 

House Overrides President** Veto of 
War Loan Bill Br Vote of 
250 to ««. 

Washington, Jan 6. — The resolu- 
tion reviewing the War Finance Cor- 
poration became law Tuesday with Its 
readoptlon by tho House over Presi- 
dent Wilson's veto. The Senato over- 
rode the veto Monday. 

The vote in the House was 250 to 6G 
with throe voting present, or 37 more 
than the required two-thirds -ma- 
jority. 

The voto was taken without debate 
after Representative Mondell, Repub- 
lican leader, had stated that Blnce all 
members realized that the President 
had raised no new question. It seemed 
wise to proceed to vote without dis- 
cussion. 

Officials of the War Finance Cor- 
poration said today the corporation 
would be revived Immediately, but 
that necessarily some time must 
elapse before the actual making of 
new loans would begin. Some of them 
thought the time might be two 
months. 

Funds for making the loans must 
")e raised by a bond issue, It was 
stated, and other preliminary matters 
must be cleaned up. While the cor- 
norntlon has a book balance with the 
Treasury of about 1976,000,000, of- 
ficials said the use or this money for 
loan purposes would necessitate the 
Issuance of Treasury certificates of 
Indebtedness and that an issue of cor- 
poration bondij probably would be de- 
rided upon instead. ^

Total Of ffl Arrests Made By H«ys. 
vllle Policemen During the 
Year .lusl Ended. 

Chief of Police Harry A ,Ort lias 
collected some very Interesting data 
about the work of the Police depart- 
ment during the past year und these 
facts ami figures are now being tab- 
ulated.

A niaBs meeting of Uurley tobacco 
growers, warehousemen, bankerB and
